ried oil in this city, and with the avowed intention 
of extending that control to a wider Held. 

“I have no hesitation in say-ing that the 'tine 
Big I’nion’ movement is the underlying cause of 
the whole trouble, and that the Wiiini|H‘K geurral 
strike deserves no sympathy or support from the 
labor organixations outside Winnipeg.’* . 

Thus Ihe Minister of I^bor, sfter a thorough 
investigation of the situation at Winnipeg, finds
